145.000 POWS 
PAWNS IN NEW 
PEACE TALKS 


By DON WHITEHEAD 
WASHINGTON GF — More than 
145.000 prisoners in the Korean 
War—3.198 of them Americans— 
were the pawns today in what ap­ 
peared to be a giant new peace of­ 
fensive directed from the Kremlin. 
It isn’t particularly surprising In 
the light of past events. 
Early in the Korean War, the 
Chinese Communists disclosed they 
placed a high political and propa­ 
ganda value on their Allied pris­ 
oners. 
Didn’t Observe Rules 
It remains to be seen whether 
the Reds will try again—at the 
truce talks which resumed today ! 
at Panmunjom—to exploit the cap­ 
tives they hold. 
The first indication of their attl- 1 
tude came 
in 
November, 
1950, 
shortly after the Chinese entered 
the W’ar to support the North Ko­ 
rean Army shattered by the United 
Nations forces of Oen. Douglas 
MacArthur. 
The North Koreans had used 
their prisoners cruelly. Americans 
who fell Into their hands generally 
w’ere treated 
brutally.

rules for humane treatm ent of 
prisoners

Americans were m assacred. 
There was nothing phony about 
those m assacre reports out of Ko­ 
rea. I saw’ m assacre victims m y­ 
self near the little town of Wsun- 
chon in North Korea. 
Late in November, in an obvi­ 
ous propaganda move, the Reds re­ 
leased 27 Americans after trying to 
indoctrinate the soldiers against 
“ American im perialism .” 
The Chinese told the youths to
